O R D E R

On October 10, 1987, in Case No. 9565, the Commission approved certain 

adjusted rates for Public Gas Company (“Public”) and provided under certain conditions 

for the further adjustment of such rates when the wholesale cost of gas is increased or 

decreased or a refund is received.  The Gas Cost Adjustment (“GCA”) clause was 

subsequently removed from Public’s tariff.  Public’s last GCA filing under the original 

clause was effective April 15, 1987.  On September 25, 2000, the Commission 

approved Public’s current GCA clause.

On January 3, 2001, Public filed its GCA to be effective February 1, 2001 through 

April 30, 2001.  Public’s notice also contained a request to waive the 30-day notice 

requirement.

After reviewing the record in this case and being otherwise sufficiently advised, 

the Commission finds that:

1. Public’s notice proposes revised rates designed to pass on expected 

increased wholesale gas costs to its customers.  Public’s proposed expected gas supply 

cost is $8.66 per Mcf, an increase of $2.0775 per Mcf over the prior EGC of $6.5825.

2. Public has no current supplier refunds to return to its customers.



3. Public’s notice set out no current quarter actual adjustment and no total 

actual adjustment.

4. These adjustments produce a gas cost adjustment of $8.66 per Mcf, 

$2.0775 per Mcf more than the prior gas cost adjustment of $6.5825 per Mcf.

5. The rate adjustment in the Appendix to this Order is fair, just, and 

reasonable, in the public interest, and should be effective with gas supplied on and after 

February 2, 2001.  KRS 278.180(1) allows the Commission to shorten the notice period 

based upon a showing of good cause; however, Public did not provide a reason for its 

request for a waiver of the 30-day notice requirement. 

IT IS THEREFORE ORDERED that:

1. The rate in the Appendix to this Order is fair, just, and reasonable and is 

effective for gas supplied on and after February 2, 2001.  Public did not provide 

sufficient notice for rates to be effective February 1, 2001.

2. Within 30 days of the date of this Order, Public shall file with this 

Commission its revised tariffs setting out the rates authorized in this Order.
